The dispatches al- 
ready begin to tell of deaths by starvation, and 
the number of applicants for relief has doubled 
within a week. The Indian famine is acknow!l- 
edged to be the greatest problem before the new 
Cabinet. 

Mr. Garfield made an important speech yester- 
day on the deficit with which Mr. Dawes startled 
the country in his speech some time ago. He 
said Mr. Dawes’ confessed mistake of $29,000,000 
in caleulating the expenses of the current year 
had taleen the bottom out of hie startling 
statements. Instead of being increased 
to 6319, 000, 00 from 290, 000, 000, the 
expenses for the year would be reduced to 
$270,000,000 if the House continued to stand by 
the Appropriation Committee in its retrench- 
ments. He believes that the revival of public 
prosperity will enable the Government to go to 
the end of next year with its present sources of 
revenue ; but, if such should not be the case, he 
is in favor of restoring some of the taxes the 
abolition of which has reduced the revenue.

The Committee of Ways and Means listened 
yesterday to the story of the depredations of 
Special Agent Jayne on the firm of Phelps. 
Dodge & Co., as told by one of the partners. 
In the accounts of five years’ business, amount- 
ing to $40,000,000, the clerk, hired by Jayne to 
play the spy, found an error, and that a tech- 
nical one, of $1,600. For this a forfeiture of 
$1,700,000 was imposed, and a penalty of $276,- 
000 actually exacted and paid. Mr. Dodge ex- 
plained to the Committee how the informers 
and Special Agent Jayne went to work to get 
the merchants in their power, and his account 
created much excitement and indignation in the 
Committee and among the spectators. Another 
memorial against the system of moieties has 
beeu presented to the Committee by the Board 
of Trade of Philadelphia. 


For two months the Commissioner of Customs 
in the Treasury Department has been preparing 
a list of merchants who have defaulted in the 
payment of duties. This compilation covers 
the name of every delinquent in the country. 
lt gives the proportions in which the duties re- 
covered were distributed among Custom-House 
Officers, informers, Special Agents, and the 
Government, and is meant to be an answer 
to the charges that but a fraction of these duties 
reach the Treasury. In our New York dispatches 
some of the figures of this record are given. In 
New York, for instance, forfeitures of $3,354,- 
245.08 were taken in ten years from merchants 
who attempted to evade the payment of $195,- 
223.28. Of this, the informers got $519,692.66, 
and the Treasury $1,506,350.83. In Chicago, 
duties were evaded to the amount of $1,647.88, 
and the merchants were fined $33,042.43. The 
Treasury got leas than half of this,—$14,632.46,— 
and the rest went to the informers and Govern- 
ment officers as moieties and spoils. 


The Senate of the State of Iowa has before it 
no less than eight bills having for their object 
the establishment of maximum rates of charges 
for the transportation of freight and passengars 
on the different railroads of that State. A sub- 
stitute for these has recently been introduced 
which classifies all railroad corporations accord- 
ing to the gross amount of their respective an- 
nual earnings per mile. The classes are 
three: A, where the earnings are $4,000; 
B, where they are $3,000 and less than 4, 000; 
O, includes all roads whose earnings are less 
than $3,000 per mile a year. These roads are 
authorized to charge for passengers according 
to their classes, thus: Class A, 3 cents per mile; 
Class B, 3}¢ cents; and Glass C, 4 cents per 
mile. The bill then prescribes specific non- 
discriminating rates for the transportation of all 
kinds and classes of goods, wares, merchandise, 


and products on railroads belonging to each of |. 


the several classes. The bill contains the several 
provisions necessary to punish violations of the 
law, and to furnish adequate remedies to per- 
sons injured by suits in the civil courts.

Amid all the wrangling and jangiing that is 
going on in this wicked world, there is one man 
who has no part nor lot in it. However fiercely 
contests may rage in the newspapers, in the 
church, in politics, or in society, there is one 
man whose serenity is never disturbed by them. 
Every man in Chicago may be divorced, every 
church rent in twain, every political organiza- 
tion dissevered, and every religious newspaper 
go to peddling vegetine and brass jewelry; mur- 
derers may slay, fires may consume, offi- 
cials may steal, boilers may explode, 
horses tun away, there is one man 
who knows nothing about it, and cares 
nothing about it, for none of the cares that in- 
fest the day or lurk in the night can affect him. 
This man w the Man at the Orib. Whatever 
may happen to the rest of the world, The Man 
pursues the even tenor of his way, which uw 
about 70x70, with an unruflled brow, never has 
to look out for omnibuses and coal-carta at 
street-crossings, or carry an umbrella because 
some other man is “ chawing terbaker.” 

The Man has numerous advantages for which 
he should be extremely grateful. The first of 
these is his immunity from disturbance of any 
kind. He is free to pursue his meditations 
without fear of interruption. In the mild 
spring mornings, he can sit in his own door and 
fish for perch. In the summer evenings, he can 
take a stroll of seventy feet along his lake shore 
and not be annoyed by other strollers. In win- 
ter, he has nothing to do but to sit in the house 
and keep himself warm, and no sounds but those 
of wind and wave disturb hum. His opportu- 
nities for meditation are thus unlimited. Nothing 
runs athwart his reveriés more disturbing than 
the clouds which float above and the waves which 
wash below, the gleam of « swiftly-passing 
sail, or the cry of the gull flying by, ali of 
which are aids to meditation. Another advan- 
tage is that the dangers which lie in wait for the 
rest of the world do not threaten him. No 
burglar, however skillful or cunning he may be, 
can reach The Man. He may leave all his doors 
and windows open at night, and nothing but the 
winds of Heaven can enter. The tax-gatherer 
searches for him in vain. Life-iusur- 
ance agents, book peddlers, ragmen, ap- 
ple women, hand- organ grinders, im.

His days glide by like s dream, and his 
nights are silent and solemn. The stars alone 
look down upon him with blinking eyes, and the 
waves lull him tosleep with their rhythmic mono- 
tones, Oountry cousins can’t visit him and 
wake him up early in the morning. The crusad- 
ing women can't get at him across the two miles of 
their favarite beverage, so he may enjoy his beer 
in peace. No ope can build next him and cut off

vote the following constitutional amendment : 


Men and women politically and legally shall be enti- 
tled to equal rights and privileges, and shall be subject 


to equal duties and liabilities, * 


There is a possibility of the adoption of the 
measure. It will be noticed that ite provisions 
are sweeping. Not only is woman to have equal 
righta and privileges with man, but she is to be 
subject to equal duties and liabilities. Is she to 
serve in the militia? If such a vague amend- 


ment is adopted, the Courts will be busy for 


years in settling the questions that will arise 
under the many laws which now put a wife under 
the control of her husband, impose disabili- 


ties upon women in regard to inheritance, 
administration,  ete., 


formers would do better if they should limit 
their efforts to the passage of a resolution sim- 


ply abolishing sex as a requisite of enfranchise- 


ment. Other laws which are alleged to do women 


wrong would be repealed speedily enough, if 


women voted. 

If this idea of woman suffrage is to be tested 
anywhere now, Rhode Island is a very good place 
to try it in. In Wyoming and Utah, female 
suffrage has certainly not purified politics. 
The frauds under it have been shock- 
ing. Frontier license in the one Territory, and 
the sway of the Mormon Church in the other, 
avs been pleaded in palliation of this fact. In 
Rhode Island, however, the measure will stand 
on its own merits. Education is general. The 
agitation in Massachusetts has practically taught 
New England women how to use political power. 
Moreover, the little State is so thoroughly in the 
hands of monopolies now that no sudden change 
of policy need be feared. On the other hand, 
the women outnumber the men. If they once 
get the ballot, then, it can never be taken away 
from them, though the experiment of their voting 
should be a disastrous failure. Takiug the 
census of 1870 for a basis, we find that the 

vote would be about 44,000 and the 
female about 52,000. Some 4,500 male voters 
are, and some 8,250 female voters would be, 
illiterate, How much of an educational infiu- 
ence tbe franchise would have on these unletter- 
ed thousands, only the experiment can show. 
If Rhode Island should adopt the proposed 
amendment, she would certainly be prominent 
among the States, but it might be only as an 
awful warning. Her politica during the next 
few years would settle several important prac- 
tical questions. Will the average woman vote, 
if she can? Will she vote under the influence 
of reason or caprice ? Will she ask the State to 
pu papa continually ? Will she advocate ab- 
sud sumptuary laws as wildly as she does now ? 
Will she in any way purify politics? Only ex- 
perience can give us the answer. It would be 
odd if the first Colony to ignore the distinctions 
of sects should be the first State to ignore those 
of sex. 

THE NEW YORK COMMUNE. 

The reports of M. Louis de Piainval, a French 
detective in the employ of the New Yerk police 
authorities during the time of the workingmen’s 
agitation there, have just been made public. To 
read these reports, one might believe himself in 
Paris at the time of the Commune, or tliat the 
Paris Commune had been translated to New 
York. It might puzzle an American citizen to 
discover what a French revolutionary and Com- 
manistic Circle” has to do New York, or 
what revolution it contemplates, yet such is the 
name of the organization—an organization not 
gotten up, remember, to revolutionize France, 
but to act right here. The leadimg spirit 
among the French Communists in New York is 
a Mr. May, a man Who acquired some experience 
in that line during the Paris Commune, and 
who came to this country, according to M. de 
Plainval’s account, with 6 goodly supply of 
diamondé stolen during the late reign of terror 
there. A great number of the French Commun- 
ists in New York were active participants in the 
Paris Commune, and would desire no better 
pastime than to reyive its horrors here. M. de 
Plainval attended one of their meetings prev ious 
to the attempted dmplay in Tomkins’ square, 
and heard the speeches made on the docasion.

PENITENTIARY LABOR. 
The owners of the Chicago shoe-factories 


gave as one reason for reducing the wages of 
their workmen that they found themselves un- 
able to compete in the market with the contract- 
ors for the Penitentiary labor. The excuse was 
doubtless well-grounded. The artisans in the 
neighborhood of every Penitentiary suffer 
through the competition of the rogues confined 
there. The dilemma has two horns. If the 
prisoners work, they often drive honest men out 
of work, and so lead some of them to crime; 
if they do not work, there is a frightful waste of 
money, and a prison becomes, for some people, 
a more than ordinarily comfortable almshouse, 
and, for others, a mere way-station’ on the 
road to the lunatic asylum. It would be pos- 
sible, however, to materially modify the first 
part of the problem by changing the present 
system of letting Penitentiary labor. The 
usual way of making contracts now is to caleu- 
late the cost of maintaining a prisoner, and then 
to let his labor to the person who will feed and 
clotbe him and pay the largest bonus besides. 
Occasionally the prisoners are divided into 
classes, and the labor of the different classes is 
let at different rates. The trouble with these 
arrangements is that the contractor can make 3 
profit, not only on what he pays, over and above 
maintenance, but on the food he furnishes in 
part payment. This double profit enables him 
to undersell the goods that honesty makes, even 
when his original bid was a fair one, and the let- 
ting has been free from jobbery or politics. 
Instead of this system, it might be better to 
divide the prisoners into the two classes of 
skilied and unskilled, and to then let their labor 
for cash at the market-price for such labor, or 
as near it as possible. The State would then 
pay for food, and the profit on it, if there had 
been any before, would thenceforth inure to the 
State instead of to the contractor. Under such 
a system, mechanics ‘would suffer no more from 
competition with jail-birds than they would if 
the birds were free and busy at honest toil. 
Further protection than this is impossible. 
THE FAMINE IN INDIA. 

The sight of a man dying of starvation would 
be a terrible shock. Hearing of such a death in 
one’s own street or city, or even country, affects 
us strongly. But when a distant nation is men- 
aced by famine, even when the victims of want 
are counted by the thousand, we are bat little 
moved. We sent something to Persia to help 
Wer through her death-struggle of two years ago, 
but the subscriptions were small and the donors 
were few. Now that the Indian famine is at its 
height, we are doing nothing. Not many people 
here know there isa famine. Scarcely anybody 
knows its extent. 


According to Lord Northbrooke, Viceroy of | 


India, thirty millions of people are in deep dis- 
tress, and six millions of people are thrown upon 
our hands to save or let perish.” Of course, the 
famine has been foreseen, and for months the 
Government has been busy with measures of 
relief. It is confidently asserted that sufficient 
food is on hand. The great trouble is lack 
of carriage. Still, money can do much, and 
England stands ready to pour out money with 
desperate lavishness. Private subscriptions are 
being called for, in England and Hindostan, to 
supplement Government grants. Queen Victoria 
unwisely headed the London subscription with 
£1,000. No native will henceforth dare to give 
more, lest he should insult his sovereign. Ais 
meeting held in Calcutta on the 4th inst., sta- 
tistics of the famine at that time were read.

Our laws are subversive of natural right; let 
us legislate anew. But can legisiation reach the 
moral stains which arise from the u erate 
heart? A true temperance movement must be, 
first of all, law-abiding—must address the affec- 
tions; must be based in prayer to God to change 
the corrupt heart; but passionate outbreak 
this furious, fanatical action comes not from 
above, nor can it do Heaven's work, except, in- 
2 perchance, as a sinful instrument by 
God in his wrath to punish sin. Yet the cause 
of these suffering wives and mothers is too 
pure, too holy, to be thus perverted. 

We plead for that which most nearly concerns

Taw 00 persiatentiy 
results of that or law so tly 
preached by herself and by Susan B. Anthony in 
their present attitude against established law as 
t the suffrage question. Of such is the 
Commune. And whatis thé Commune? Why, 
simply organized subversion of law to meet out- 
side — — 5 of right. If a mob of women 
may be allowed to attack and invade the private 
rights of one class of men, and whole communi- 
ties are guilty of the moral cowardice of failin 
to vindicate their common rights, then 
next? Who can foresee the direction which the 
advancing tide of fanaticism may take? The his- 
tory of religious excitements furnishes the most 
extraordinary vagaries of the human mind, which 
have led to the most fatal action in the name of 


truth. 

If bands of wronged women are to de allowed 
to destroy the rights of citizens without let or 
hindrance, and in their bling zeal sweep away 
our common protection, we. again ask, What 
next? There are hkewise starving bands of 
men and women, with unpaid labor due them, 
in our midst. Why should they wait for the slow 
action of the law? Why not wrest from those 
in opulent power the needed relief, and claim 
as their mgis justice—right? Why not rob the 
bloated contractor in his ial home? for he, 
too, bas robbed the people. Why let one stone 
rest upon another of the lordly mansion of that 

y usurer, where blood-money is stamped 
upon the very portals? Why should the 
ing seamatress behold other women ride tin 
easy carriages, dressed in silks and velvets, for 
the making 4 she Tr 5 unpaid?
